Based upon the information in the Winchester Western letters, that 
the same components used in manufacturing the 6.5s was also used 
in making other bullets, I feel that the report may be inconclusive 
If the F.B.I. only used 6.5 bullets as comparison samples in the 
tests run on the Assassination specimens, then I feel the value of 
their findings is somewhat demini shed.
